regarding the Import Policy for Newsprint. The 
conditions for import of newsprint for the financial 
year 1993-94 are set out in the following para¬ 
graphs. 

2. Imports shall be allowed for those who held a 

Certificate j for Entitlement to Import Newsprint” 

issued by ?the Reeisttar of Newspaper fpr India 
(KNI), Government of India, Ministry of inferraa- 
tion and Btoadcastins, New Delhi. 

3. ,The Actual User condition shall apply to the 
import of newsprint. The imported newsprint shall 
be used drily for the publications of the newspaper 
for vmcHr.jthe entitlement crtlficae has been Issued 
by the Rl^l. The imported newsprint shall not be 
sold loaned, transferred or disposed of in any 
other manger except with the prior permission in 
writing of ilhe RNI. 

4. In the case of those newspapers, whose annual 
entitlement] is determined by the RNI to be more 
than 200 Metric tonnes of standard newsprint, the 
newspapers shall free to import standard newsprint 
on the condition that for every wo metric tonnes of 
indigenously produced newsprint purchased by them, 
they will be entitled to import one metric tonne of 
standard newsprint. For this purpose, indigenously 
produced newsprint shall mean newsprint purchased 
from the thills listed ,.in Schedule I of the Newsprint 
Control Older, 1962 as amended from time tej time. 
Such newsprint shall submit half yearly returns to 
the RNI in the prescribed form, with a copy to the 
Director General of Foreign Trade, for the half 
yearly periods ending 30th September and. 31st 
March, of! the financial year within 30 days of the 
close of tie half yearly period concerned. The re¬ 
turns shall} be certified to be true and correct by a 
Chartered .Accountant. The returns should clearly 
show that! the ‘ purchase of indigenously produced 
newsprint 'was not less than twice the quantity of 
the standard newsprint imported during the perCed- 
ing six mjmth period. Subject to the fulfilment : of 
the conditions prescribed tR the aforementioned 
Public Nojtice of 31st March, 1992 for the standard 
newsprint jimported by the newspaper in the financial 
year 1992-93, the RNI revalidate the import 
entitlement certificate for the year 1993-94 also. 

5. In the case of those newspapers whose annual 
entitlement is determined by the RNI to be less 
than 200 imetric tonnes, the RNI shall issue an 
Annual Entitlement Certificate for import of stan¬ 
dard newsprint specifying he maximum quantity 
that the newspaper is allowed to import for the year 
1993-94. i The quantity specified by the RNI may 
be imported in one or more instalments by the news¬ 
paper concerned. Such newspapers shall submit an 
annual report to the RNI in the prescribed form, 
with a copy to the Director General of Foreign 
Trade within orie month of the close of ftce financial 
year duly! certified by a Chartered Accountant 

6. Without prejudice to any other action that may 
be taken, failure to submit the returns in tjme : or 
submission of false information or unauthorised use 
or disposal of imported newsprint shall disqualify 
the newspaper concerned for future import .entitle¬ 
ment certificates. * 
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7. Glazed newsprint shall be imported only on the 
basis of a “Certificate for Entitlement to import 
Glazed Newsprint” issued by the RNI. Such a certi¬ 
ficate shall be issued only to those periodicals which 
are regularly published and which have multicolour 
printing requirements. On the basis of the certificate 
issued by die RNI, such periodicals may import 
glazed newsprint without any quantitative restriction 
for their own use. The periodical shall submit an 
annual return in the prescribed form to the RNI, 
duly certified by a Chartered Accountant, with a 
copy to the Director General of Foreign Trade, 
within one month of the close of the financial year, 
giving details of the glazed newsprint imported and 
utilised. 


8. Authenticated copies of the entitlement certi¬ 
ficates mentioned in the preceding paragraphs shall 
be produced before the customs authorities at the 
time of import of the newsprint. 

9. The newspapers may import the newsprint 
directly by themselves or through a newsprint hand¬ 
ling agent authorised by them. 

10. This has been issued in public interest.
